4 parishes produced two hundred 
and fifty thousand bales of cotton in 1861, 
and the sugar crop of that State in 1560 
was our hundred and forty-nine thousand 
hogsheads, All this was before the war, 
with the levees in far better conditioa than 
now. But even then these rich crops were 
the products of a smal! part of the soil; 
vast areas could not be kept dry enough 
for cropping, end every three or tour years 
high floods reduced or destroyed all crops 
and periled the life aod health of thou- 
sands by the miasma rising trom the slimy 
and stagnant waters their subsidence lett 
behind. 

Senator Harris tells us what this great 
area might produce with the Mississipp! 
kept m bounds by solid and sufficient levecs 
and proper drainage, and how those products 
would affect the finances and industry of 
the nation. The sugar crop is one in which 
Louisiana bas large interest, but the abun- 
dant home product is vital to our national 
welfare. Restore the Louisiana levees to 
theis imperfect condition before the 
war end be assures us she can 
make at least the two hundred and 
twenty-five thousand toms produced 
in 1860. We consume over four hundred 
thousand tons of raw sugar of all kinds, 
and. it appears, could produce under the 
conditions of 1860 over forty per cent. of 
this amount, but the destruction of levees 
has sent us ‘o Ouba and Brazil for this ne- 
ccoslty of hf Weare paving for our su- 
gar and molasses probably sixty millions a 
year in gold, besides the ten or twelve 
millions of food and manufactures we ex- 
port to these countries. Of course we are 
losing the home manufacture of the tools 
and costly machinery for sugar-making 
which the planters of Louisiana would 
giadty purchase from the North and the 
West and use on their sugar estates if they 
could. Give Louisiana the levees,
